Lesbian  unionist 
reinstated 

Popular  among  the  rank  and  file, 
the  bargaining  chair  for  workers  at  the  Univ. 
of  Michigan  wins  latest  round  in  her  'power 
struggle*  with  other  union  leaders

ANN  ARBOR,  MI  —  An  outspoken  les¬ 
bian  and  Trotskyist  who  had  been  suspend¬ 
ed  by  the  leadership  of  her  union  has  been 
reinstated  as  bargaining  chair.  Judy  Levy’s 
reinstatement  came  at  a  heated  Sept.  19 
meeting  of  the  members  of  Local  1583  of  the 
American  Federation  of  State,  County  and 
Municipal  Employees  (AFSCME),  which 
represents  over  2,400  service  and  main¬ 
tenance  workers  at  the  University  of 
Michigan. 

After  several  motions  to  reinstate  from 
members  angered  by  the  suspension,  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Board  decided  to  reinstate  Levy.  The 
decision  came  a  few  days  before  the  end  of 
her  30-day  suspension  without  pay  that 
began  on  August  24. 

Despite  her  reinstatement  and  the  support 
of  membership  evident  at  the  meeting, 
union  leaders  are  still  seeking  to  remove 
Levy  from  the  Executive  Board  and  prevent 


her  from  having  any  leadership  position  in 
the  union.  Formal  charges  against  her  have 
been  filed  with  the  judicial  panel  of  the 
union  in  Washington,  D.C. 

The  charges  include  the  “usurpation/cir¬ 
cumvention  of  democratic  process”  by  Levy 
for  issuing  a  personal  report  to  the  member¬ 
ship  and  “disloyalty”  for  her  criticism  of 
union  leadership.  She  is  also  accused  of 
becoming  “a  cause  celebre  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Workers  League,  and  a  principal 
pawn  in  its  campaign  of  vilification  and 
destruction.” 

Levy  has  also  filed  charges  in  Washington 
against  Local  president  Leroy  Carter  and 
other  members  of  the  Board.  She  claims  her 
suspension  is  in  violation  of  both  the 
union’s  International  Constitution  and  her 
right  to  free  speech.  She  also  maintains  that 
union  leadership,  particularly  Carter,  is  in

The  lesbian  collective  finally 

sells  renovated  club  site

BOSTON  —  A  “Fitness  Center”  has 
opened  in  the  Jamaica  Plain  building  in 
which  the  lesbian  Saints  collective  unsuc¬ 
cessfully  attempted  to  open  a  women’s  club. 
The  Saints  sold  the  building,  which  they  had 
fully  renovated,  on  September  7. 


Although  the  Saints  were  supported  by 
hundreds  of  dykes,  they  faced  strong 
neighborhood  opposition  to  their  plans. 
They  decided  to  sell  the  building  after  the 
Boston  Licensing  Board  refused  city  licens¬ 
ing  of  the  operation  in  Feb.  1986. 

The  Saints,  a  working-class,  interracial 
collective,  managed  a  Boston  lesbian  bar 
from  1972  to  ,1980.  Since  1980  they  have 
been  raising  funds  to  purchase  a  building  for 
their  own  club. 

The  Saints  will  continue  their  search  for  a 
building  which  is  accessible  to  public 
transportation  and  affordable.  Collective 
member  Sandy  Monroe  noted  that  city  lic¬ 
ensing  may  prove  their  largest  obstacle  in 
finding  a  place.  □

In  February,  1987,  Donald  Dobson,  a 
bank  president  and  civil  rights  activist,  was 
arrested  and  charged  with  two  counts  of 
fellatio  and  fondling  of  two  Puerto  Rican 
youths,  then  aged  14  and  IS.  The  teens,  who 
lived  with  Dobson  since  December  with  the 
permission  of  their  families,  have  been  held 
by  federal  authorities  in  locked  facilities 
since  February.  Prosecutors  in  the  case 
against  Dobson  claim  the  teens  are  being 
held  as  "material  witnesses.  ”  (See  GCN,

BOSTON  —  Despite  accusations  of  “sell¬ 
ing  out”  for  his  political  ambitions.  City 
Councilor  David  Scondras  has  continued  to 
distance  himself  from  the  Committee  for 
Civil  Liberties  and  Sexual  Freedom 
(CCLSF),  a  group  formed  two  months  ago 
to  promote  fair  trials  for  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  accused  of  having  sex  with  teenagers 
in  the  wake  of  the  Donald  Dobson  case. 

In  a  move  some  gay  activists  have  called  a 
“tragic  betrayal”  of  the  community,  Scon¬ 
dras  asked  two  of  his  staffers,  Gary  Dotter- 
man  and  French  Wall,  to  resign  from  the 
Committee  last  week.  Dotterman  resigned 
from  the  Committee  but  Wall  refused  to  do 
so. 

At  a  September  23  emergency  meeting 
called  by  the  CCLSF,  Scondras  expressed 
support  for  some  of  the  group’s  goals,  in¬ 
cluding  fair  trials  for  the  accused,  but  warn¬ 
ed  that  the  controversial  nature  of  its  agenda 
threatened  his  support  among  District  Eight 
voters.  He  said  that  he  continued  to  have 
some  questions  about  the  Committee’s  goals 
and  the  tactics  they  are  using  to  achieve 


them.  “This  debate  is  not  about  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  but  about  a  smear  campaign  by  the 
Herald  that  does  not  allow  me  to  defend 
myself  or  the  Committee.  I  said  the  word 
‘fair  trial’  over  and  over  again  and  they  did 
not  print  the  word  once.” 

In  an  inflammatory  September  16  editor¬ 
ial,  “Scondras’  Dilemma,”  the  Herald  call¬ 
ed  upon  Scondras  to  fire  Dotterman  and 
Wall  for  their  membership  in  CCLSF.  The 
Herald  editorial  stated,  “An  elected  city  of¬ 
ficial  ought  to  have  the  moral  sensitivity  to 
know  that  there  is  no  place  on  a  public 
payroll  for  anyone  who  would  support  or 
protect  those  accused  of  abusing  children  in 
this  manner....  We’re  talking  about  the 
most  heinous  kind  of  conduct  a  society  is 
faced  with.” 

Committee  members  questioned  the  tim¬ 
ing  of  and  motivation  for  the  Herald's 
“smear  campaign.”  The  editorial  appeared 
less  than  one  week  before  Boston’s  primary 
elections  and  soon  after  two  men  associated 
with  the  Committee  were  questioned  by  of¬ 
ficials  from  U.S.  Attorney  Frank 
McNamara’s  office.  According  to  Commit¬ 
tee  member  Tom  Reeves,  one  of  the  men 
was  asked  whether  Scondras  was  involved 
with  the  Committee.  McNamara  and  Jack 
Molesworth,  a  right-winger  who  is  challeng¬ 
ing  Scondras  for  Boston’s  Eighth  District 
seat,  are  neighbors  and  close  political  allies, 
according  to  Reeves. 

McNamara  did  not  return  GCA’s  phone 
calls.

Koop  scores  in 
Rockville 

ROCKVILLE,  MD  —  The  mayor  and  ci¬ 
ty  council  here  have  published  a  four  page 
reprint  of  the  U.S.  Surgeon  General’s 
Report  on  AIDS  in  their  biweekly  newslet¬ 
ter,  Rockville  Reports.  The  newsletter  is 
mailed  free  to  all  households  in  this  city  of 
45,000,  according  to  the  Washington  Blade. 

Stuart  Harvey,  a  local  gay  activist,  prais¬ 
ed  the  action.  “I  think  it’s  significant  that 
Rockville  would  go  to  the  time  and  expense 
to  do  this,  since  the  federal  government  has 
dragged  its  feet  on  AIDS  education. ...  I 
think  this  makes  Rockville  one  of  the  first,  if 
not  the  first,  cities  in  the  nation  to  do  this.” 

The  mayor  and  council  urged  parents  to 
read  the  report  and  discuss  it  with  their 
children.  They  introduced  the  report  by 
noting  that  “[i]t  is  critical  that  all  persons 
know  how  to  protect  themselves  in  order  to 
reduce  the  risks  of  being  infected  by  AIDS 
and  to  counter  the  fear  caused  by  misinfor¬ 
mation.”

Disproportionate 
Black  and  Hispanic 
AIDS  cases  not 
explained  by 
needle-sharing 

CHICAGO  —  Needle-sharing  alone  may 
not  explain  the  disproportional  number  of 
AIDS  cases  in  Black  and  Hispanic  IV  users, 
according  to  Dr.  Lawrence  Brown.  Brown  is 
associated  with  Harlem  Hospital  and  the 
Columbia  University  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  and  his  comments  appeared 
in  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

In  a  study  of  241  IV  drug  users  who  were 
HIV-tested  and  questioned  about  needle¬ 
sharing  habits,  more  Blacks  and  Hispanics 
tested  positive,  while  more  whites  reported 
needle-sharing.  “These  data  suggest  that 
needle-sharing  alone  may  not  explain  the 
ethnic  distribution  of  HIV  infection  among 
(IV  drug  users);  some  other  aspects  of  drug 
abuse  behavior  or  lifestyle  may  contribute.  ’ ’

College  condoms  for 
sale 

WILLIAMSBURG,  MD  —  The  College 
of  William  and  Mary  is  planning  to  sell  con¬ 
doms  to  students  through  its  health  and 
campus  centers,  according  to  the 
Washington  Blade.  Officials  cited  increases 
in  sexually-transmitted  diseases  and 
pregnancies  as  the  cause  for  the  new  policy. 
The  condoms  available  will  contain  sper¬ 
micide. 

Steve  Snell,  chair  of  the  college’s  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Alumni/ae,  said  that  his  organiza¬ 
tion  fully  supports  the  new  policy.  Snell 
praised  the  “major  step  in  the  direction  of  a 
sound  health  education  program  at  William 
and  Mary  and  in  response  to  the  AIDS  crisis 
in  particular.”

Junk  mail 

NEW  YORK  —  The  September  issue  of 
the  Saturday  Evening  Post  offers  readers 
free  HIV  testing  through  the  mail,  according 


to  the  Advocate.  The  Post  will  not, 
however,  immediately  give  respondents 
their  results.  People  who  take  the  test  will  be 
asked  to  contact  a  local  doctor,  pastor,  or 
counselor  whose  name  will  be  sent  to  them. 
After  contact  is  made,  the  respondent  will 
be  given  her  or  his  test  results. 

Officials  at  the  Centers  for  Disease  Con¬ 
trol  are  reportedly  concerned  because  test 
results  will  be  sent  back  through  the  mail. 
The  Post  urges  readers  to  use  false  names 
when  mailing  in  blood  samples.

Boston  elections: 
more  of  the  same 

BOSTON  —  With  few  surprises  in 
Boston’s  September  23  primary  elelction,  no 
major  shifts  of  political  power  are  likely  on 
the  city’s  political  horizon. 

Political  newcomer  Rosaria  Salerno’s 
strong  showing  in  the  at-large  city  council 
race  was  the  primary’s  biggest  surprise. 
Salerno,  who  ran  on  a  progressive  platform, 
came  in  fourth  out  of  twelve  contenders  for 
the  four  at-large  slots.  Salerno  garnered 
more  than  2,500  votes  more  than  incumbent 
Michael  McCormack  who  placed  fifth.  The 
Greater  Boston  Lesbian  and  Gay  Political 
Alliance,  the  Massachusetts  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Political  Caucus,  the  Rainbow  Coali¬ 
tion  and  the  Black  Political  Task  Force  have 
endorsed  Salerno,  who  has  stressed  the  need 
for  affordable  housing,  daycare  and  strong 
measures  against  anti-lesbian  and  gay  dis¬ 
crimination  in  Boston. 

With  all  but  one  precinct  tallied  as  GCN 
goes  to  press,  openly  gay  City  Councilor 
David  Scondras  has  a  nearly  75  percent  lead 
over  his  nearest  contender,  Glenn  Fiscus. 
Scondras  trounced  Fiscus  in  the  1985  elec¬ 
tions. 

As  he  has  in  most  recent  City  Council 
elections,  notorious  homophobe  Albert 
“Dapper”  O’Neil  drew  the  most  votes  for 
an  at-large  councilor  seat. 

Michael  Kane,  an  at-large  city  council 
candidate  who  focused  primarily  on  the 
need  for  affordable  housing  in  his  camp¬ 
aign,  was  one  of  the  eight  candidates  whose 
name  will  be  on  the  ballot  in  the  November 
elections.  But  Kane,  who  along  with  Salerno 
received  support  from  Scondras  and  a  host 
of  progressive  organizations,  came  in 
seventh  in  the  field  of  twelve.  Kane  was 
defeated  in  his  bid  for  city  council  in  1985. 

Richard  Izzo,  who  challenged  City  Coun¬ 
cilor  Brian  McLaughlin  to  represent 
Allston/Brighton,  earned  a  spot  on  the 
November  ballot  by  getting  seven  more 
votes  than  the  incumbent.  McLaughlin, 
who  has  supported  lesbian  and  gay  rights, 
was  criticized  by  Izzo  for  his  acceptance  of 
$1,000  from  Harold  Brown,  a  notorious 
Boston  landlord.  The  two  candidates  will 
face  off  again  in  the  November  election. 

Boston  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  received 
over  70  percent  of  the  vote  against  City 
Councilor  Joseph  Tierney,  New  Alliance 
Candidate  Joel  SanJuan  and  Lyndon 
LaRouche  supporter  Richard  Black.  This 
year’s  mayoral  election,  which  posed  little 
threat  to  Flynn,  turned  out  26  percent  of  the 
city’s  registered  voters  —  the  smallest 
percentage  since  1951.

Coffee,  tea,  or 
testing 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  National  Gay 
Rights  Advocates  (NGRA)  reports  that  its 
threatened  lawsuit  against  Northwest 
Airlines  successfully  convinced  the  com¬ 
pany  to  withdraw  its  policy  which  dis¬ 
criminated  against  passengers  with  AIDS. 
Leonard  Matlovich,  who  has  AIDS,  was 
denied  a  ticket  by  Northwest  on  August  14 
because  of  his  condition. 

The  airline’s  first  response  was  unaccep¬ 
table  to  NGRA.  Northwest  had  revised  its 
policy  to  require  all  passengers  with  AIDS  to 
present  a  medical  certificate  indicating  they 
are  “non-infectious  and  [have]  no  malady 
which  might  cause  distress  or  inconvenience 
to  other  passengers.”  In  addition,  AIDS 
diagnoses  were  to  be  recorded  in  company 
computers. 

Jean  O’Leary,  executive  director  of 
NGRA,  said,  “This  is  an  important  victory. 


especially  since  we  were  able  to  accomplish 
our  goals  without  resorting  to  a  lengthy  law¬ 
suit.  It’s  unfortunate,  however,  that  it  took 
the  threat  of  litigation  to  convince  North¬ 
west  to  adopt  a  policy  which  should  have 
been  obvious  in  the  first  place.  Any  airline 
which  discriminates  against  passengers  with 
AIDSis  not  only  ignoring  the  medical  facts, 
it  is  violating  federal  law. ...” 

Northwest’s  new  guidelines  state  that, 
“Based  on  advice  from  our  medical  con¬ 
sultants,  the  HIV  or  AIDS  virus  is  not  con¬ 
tagious  in  casual  contact.  Northwest  will  not 
deny  passage  to  a  person  with  AIDS.”

MOBE  celebrates  10 
years 

BOSTON  —  Two  hundred  supporters  of 
the  Boston  Mobilization  for  Survival 
(MOBE)  celebrated  the  organization’s  tenth 
anniversary  at  a  dinner  which  featured 
slideshows,  music  and  speeches.  Anna 
Morgan,  a  93-year-old  lifelong  activist,  and 
performer  Holly  Near  urged  participants  to 
appreciate  their  own  political  work  and  to 
renew  their  energy  and  passion. 

Presenting  one  of  four  organizational 
testimonials,  Cerullo  said  the  group  “stands 
almost  alone  among  left  and  progressive 
organizations”  in  its  commitment  to  lesbian 
and  gay  rights.  She  reminded  listeners  that 
MOBE  helped  birth  GLDC,  as  it  has  many 
local  peace  and  justice  groups,  by  offering 
office  space,  supplies  and  staff  time. 

Cerullo  applauded  MOBE’s  role  in  local 
organizing  for  the  upcoming  lesbian/gay 
March  on  Washington,  noting  that  MOBE 
staffers  coordinated  the  Boston  subway 
advertising  campaign  encouraging  les¬ 
bian/gay  visibility  and  involvement  in  the 
national  march. 

Representatives  from  Mass  Freeze,  the  Cen¬ 
tral  American  Solidarity  Association  and 
the  American  Friends  Service  Committee 
praised  MOBE’s  work  to  demand  national 
prioritizing  of  “human  needs,”  to  abolish 
nuclear  weapons  and  power,  and  to  end  the 
arms  race. 

Mobilization  for  Survival  is  one  of  six 
groups  working  with  GCN  on  a 
dance/celebration  in  Boston  on  December 
5,  commemorating  the  anniversaries  of  the 
progressive  groups  involved.  One  of  the  few 
organizations  which  defines  itself  as  work¬ 
ing  “to  challenge  the  isolation  that  often 
exists  between  progressive  forces,”  MOBE 
has  set  up  Middle  East,  Feminist  and 
Disarmament  Task  Forces.

New  York  AIDS  ed 

NEW  YORK  —  A  mandatory  AIDS 
education  program  reaching  elementary  and 
high  school  students  was  approved 
September  18  by  the  New  York  State  Board 
of  Regents.  Similar  projects  have  already 
begun  in  other  states  and  New  York  City. 

Though  the  regents  have  not  agreed  upon 
the  exact  guidelines  for  the  teachers,  the  cur¬ 
riculum  will  include  information  on  the 
nature  and  transmission  of  the  disease  as 
well  as  methods  of  prevention. 


School  officials  and  neighborhood  advi¬ 
sory  groups  will  design  the  curriculum  for 
each  school,  according  to  the  New  York 
Times.  Parents  who  disagree  with  the 
chosen  curriculum  can  remove  their  children 
from  the  program  if  they  consent  to  teach 
them  comparable  information  at  home. 

According  to  the  Regents’  guidelines, 
elementary  school  children  will  be  taught 
that  abstinence  is  the  most  effective  and  ap¬ 
propriate  preventative  measure  for  people 
who  are  not  married.

“Plexus”  re-emerges 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Plexus,  “San 
Francsico  Bay  Area  women’s  newspaper,” 
began  publishing  again  in  July  after  a  six- 
month  hiatus.  On  the  first  page  of  the  new 
issue  is  a  detailed  statement  of  the  events 
leading  up  to  the  decision  to  suspend 
publication,  including  the  suicide  of  Ann 
Weinstock,  a  key  collective  member. 
Among  other  collective  crises  were  the 
resignations  of  administrator  Kelly  Eve  and 
longtime  bookkeeper  April  MacMahon.  In 
addition,  the  newly  hired  bookkeeper  “is 
alleged  to  have  forged  checks,. .  .embezzl¬ 
ing  $14,000  of  Plexus  money.  A  complaint 
was  sworn  and  a  warrant  is  out  for  her  ar¬ 
rest.” 

The  collective  did  not  publish  in  April  of 
1986  and  in  May  appealed  to  the  women’s 
community  for  support.  “The  response  was 
overwhelming:  $10,000  in  three  weeks.  But 
the  women  of  Plexus  had  been  through  too 
much  and  in  December  1986  they  published 
what  was  to  be  their  last  issue  and  prepared 
to  dissolve  the  organization.” 

The  paper  was  revived  when  Kim  Corsaro 
of  Coming  Up!,  a  Bay  Area  lesbian/gay 
paper,  suggested  returning  Plexus  to  print 
with  women  on  the  Coming  Up!  staff.  After 
meeting  with  those  remaining  in  Plexus, 
Julie  Pechilis  of  Coming  Up!  took  on  the 
position  of  coordinator/editor  for  Plexus. 
Plexus  moved  into  two  rooms  in  the  Coming 
Up!  office  and  is  sharing  “technical  opera¬ 
tions.” 

Plexus  is  “looking  for  writers, 
photographers,  illustrators,  production 
women,  proofreaders,  and  office  helpers.”

U.S.  officer  accused 
of  trying  to  sell 
female  sailors 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Pentagon  ad¬ 
visors  have  accused  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps 
in  the  Pacific  region  of  condoning  sexuab 
harassment  and  “morally  repugnant  be¬ 
havior.”  Among  the  abuses  cited  in  the  report 
were:  A  ship’s  captain  offered  to  “sell” 
female  sailors  to  the  Koreans.  Sexually 
oriented  entertainment  was  offered  in  clubs 
on  military  bases.  Sexual  favors  were 
demanded  from  junior  women  by  sepior 
men  and  women.  Commanders  ignored 
complaints  of  enlisted  women.  Women  were 
not  working  on  jobs  for  which  they  were 
trained  and  thus  denied  promotion. 

The  New  York  Times  reports  that  these 
findings  were  discovered  when  a  delegation 
from  the  Pentagon’s  Defense  Advisory 
Committee  on  Women  in  the  Services  visited 
Navy  and  Marine  Corps  installations  in 
Hawaii,  the  Philippines,  and  Japan.  The 
report  suggests  that  the  abuses  could  be  trac¬ 
ed  to  the  isolation  of  military  women  out¬ 
side  the  U.S.,  language  barriers,  and  local 
customs.  Since  the  report  was  issued,  the  of¬ 
ficer  accused  of  offering  to  “sell”  female 
sailors  has  been  relieved  of  duty.  Lieut. 
Comdr.  Kenneth  D.  Harvey  was  also  accus¬ 
ed  of  other  incidents  of  sexual  harassment. 

The  report  was  submitted  to  Defense 
Secretary  Caspar  W.  Weinberger  in  late 
August;  no  mention  of  his  response  was 
given.

collusion  with  nianagement.  An  internal 
trial  will  be  held  within  the  next  six  weeks  to 
rule  on  the  charges  against  both  Levy  and 
Carter. 

The  current  dispute  between  Carter  and 
Levy  stems  from  a  memo  to  membership 
which  Levy  issued  on  August  24.  In  the 
memo,  she  criticized  Carter’s  leadership. 
She  claimed  that  he  “stood  in  our  way”  and 
called  his  proposal  to  purchase  a  TV  and 
VCR  for  the  union  an  “outrage  for  our 
members  and  their  families  who  are  out  on 
the  street  with  no  job  and  no  money  while 
they  are  waiting  for  arbitration!” 

Levy  said  she  had  just  begun  to  distribute 
the  fliers  when  an  emergency  Board  meeting 
was  called.  At  the  meeting.  Carter  called  for 
her  30-day  suspension  without  pay  and 
without  a  hearing. 

After  its  action,  the  union  leadership  sent 
out  a  memo  to  its  members  which  said  Levy 
was  suspended  for  refusing  to  retract  her 
“slanderous”  statements. 

“Along  with  misleading  and  misinform¬ 
ing  statements  in  her  flier,”  the  memo 
claims,  “Levy’s  purpose  can  only  be 
perceived  as  an  undermining  militant  way  to 
tarnish  the  morale  of  the  membership.” 

Levy  was  elected  as  bargaining  chair  on 
May  20  in  a  sweeping  victory  over  Art 
Anderson,  who  held  the  position  for  ten 
years.  Levy  says  that  she  expected  harass¬ 
ment  from  union  leadership  and  manage¬ 
ment  ant  that  their  attempts  to  oust  her  were 
due  to  her  being  a  lesbian  and  a  Trotskyist. 

In  her  campaign  for  her  slate,  which  pro¬ 
mised  to  fight  racism  and  anti-gay  bigotry, 
she  claims  that  people  would  ask  her  about 
her  sexuality.  “Wherever  I  would  go,  people 
would  say  ‘I  hear  you’re  a  lesbian  married  to 
a  Black  woman,’  ”  said  Levy,  who  is  white. 
“It  was  clear  that  I  had  been  slwdered  quite  a 
bit.” 

At  the  polls,  her  opponents.  Art  Ander¬ 
son  and  Leroy  Washington,  reportedly  ask¬ 
ed  members  if  they  were  voting  for  the 
“homo  slate.”  Also,  during  the  first  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  new  Executive  Board  on  June  24,

ed  how  he  knew  the  person  was  from  the  gay 
community.  Battenfield  also  defended  the 
Herald's  coverage  of  the  issue.  “I  don’t 
think  our  characterization  of  the  group  [as  a 
“sex  group”  and  as  a  “sex  support  group”] 
is  unfair.  I  thought  that  was  what  the  group 
was  all  about.” 

Committee  members  accused  the  Herald 
of  attacking  the  entire  gay  and  lesbian  com¬ 
munity.  Ed  Hougen,  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  publisher  of  the  Guide,  said,  “It 
is  deeply  shocking  that  the  editorial  would 
criticize  the  defense  of  the  accused,  who 
have  not  even  been  convicted,  and  their 
right  to  be  treated  fairly.  This  sensation- 
alistic  journalism  railroads  the  rights  of  the 
accused  and  intimidates,  in  the  worst  Mc¬ 
Carthy  fashion,  people  from  speaking  up. 
But  we  must  not  shy  away  from  the  issue.” 
Reeves  said  the  Committee  has  consistently 
stated  that  its  only  intention  is  to  defend 
those  who  have  been  wrongly  accused  of 
child  molestation.  The  Committee  has  taken 
no  stand  on  intergenerational  sex. 

The  Committee  also  moved  quickly  to  de¬ 
mand  that  Scondras  retract  his  demand  that 
Wall  and  Dotterman  resign  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  “It  is  inconsistent  with  the  principles 
that  David  has  always  stood  for,”  said 
Reeves.  “He  should  stand  up  to  the  smear  in 
order  to  protect  the  oppressed,  as  he  always 
has.”  Hougen  claimed  that  Scondras  may 
be  setting  a  dangerous  precedent  by  not 
“standing  up  for  the  Committee..  .  It 
seems  his  campaign  staff  has  convinced  him 
to  back  off.  They  are  operating  tlirough 
damage  control  instead  of  focusing  on  who 
David  is  and  what  he  really  stands  for.  Wise 
heads  must  prevail  in  the  long  run.” 

Scondras  contends  that  is  is  nearly  im¬ 
possible  to  counteract  this  smear.  “There 
were  issues  raised  by  the  Committee  that  are 
important  to  everyone  —  issues  of  what  is 
happening  to  the  young  boys  in  the  case,  the 
issue  of  fair  tri^  and  the  harassment  of 
Committee  members.  But  I  do  object  to 
their  unwillingness  to  deal  with  tactical 
issues,  as  if  being  concerned  with  tactics  is 
tantamount  to  not  caring  about  the  issues.  If 
they  truly  care  about  the  issue,  they  would 
spend  most  of  their  energy  in  finding  what 
tactics  will  get  them  to  their  goal.  But  they 
have  spent  no  energy  on  tactics.” 

Scondras  said  he  has  persuaded  the 


Carter  called  her  a  “fucking  faggot,”  accor¬ 
ding  to  Levy. 

She  also  reports  that  union  leaders  at  both 
the  local  and  state  levels  have  threatened  her 
with  physical  violence.  The  union  refused  to 
comment  on  the  charges. 

Faye  Bascue,  a  lesbian  who  supports 
Levy,  says  the  charges  are  “stuff  that  has 
been  created  to  get  rid  of  her.”  Asked  if 
Levy’s  lesbianism  was  used  against  her  by 
her  opponents,  Bascue  said  that  they  would 
use  anything  they  could.  Bascue  said  she 
feels,  however,  that  Levy’s  sexuality  was  not 
an  issue  for  the  membership  since  Levy  has 
been  willing  to  fight  for  them. 

Many  see  Levy’s  suspension  and  subse¬ 
quent  reinstatement  as  a  power  struggle  on 
the  Board  between  her  and  Carter.  “It  was 
inevitable,”  said  Board  member  Mike  Kelly, 
“confrontation  was  bound  to  occur  bet¬ 
ween  her  [Levy]  and  Leroy  Carter.” 
Although  he  said  he  never  heard  any 
remarks  regarding  Levy’s  sexuality,  he  add¬ 
ed,  “Judy’s  not  in  anybody’s  closet.”  Of 
the  charges  against  Levy,  he  maintains  that 
“many  are  ludicrous,  some  are  outright 
lies.” 

Carter  and  other  members  of  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Board  were  unavailable  for  comment 
on  either  Levy’s  suspension  or  reinstate¬ 
ment.  “It’s  an  internal  matter,”  Carter  said, 
“and  that’s  how  we  plan  to  handle  it  —  in¬ 
ternally.”  James  Thiry,  director  of  person¬ 
nel  at  the  university  was  also  unavailable  for 
comment. 

As  for  Levy’s  future  in  the  union,  Bascue 
said  she  thought  the  incident  might  impair 
Levy’s  effectiveness  since  “people  aren’t 
sure  what’s  really  going  on.” 

Levy,  however,  said  she  was  optimistic. 
“They  [her  opponents  on  the  Board]  picked 
a  topic  they  just  couldn’t  get  me  out  over 
and  went  ahead  and  did  it,”  she  says. 
Despite  the  harassment.  Levy  said  she  is 
dedicated  to  the  fight  and  committed  to  the 
union  membership.  “If  we  get  a  taste  of 
what  really  fighting  is,  what  going  for  a 
good  contract  is,  what  leading  a  good  strike 
is  all  about,  then  they  are  down  the  tubes. 
They  have  to  fight  for  us.  And  their  priv¬ 
ileges  are  gone.”Q

Massachusetts  Coalition  Against  Discrimin¬ 
ation  to  investigate  the  confinement  of  the 
teens.  He  also  asked  U.S.  Rep  Joseph  Ken¬ 
nedy  and  Massachusetts  Attorney  General 
James  Shannon  to  look  into  McNamara’s 
handling  of  the  case. 

Observers  said  that  it  was  impossible  to 
estimate  the  damage  done  to  Scondras 
politically.  Although  Scondras  received 
overwhelming  support  in  the  Sept.  22 
primary  election,  campaign  officials  ex¬ 
pressed  fear  that  the  issue  would  continue  to 
haunt  him. 

Several  people  at  the  emergency  meeting 
said  the  community  must  not  give  in  to  at¬ 
tempts  by  the  right  wing  to  divide  the  com¬ 
munity.  Councilor  Albert  O’Neil  dropped  an 
attempt  to  have  Wall  and  Dotterman  fired 
but  warned,  “I  will  not  leave  these  birds 
alone.  I  am  going  to  bring  them  in  here  and 
figure  out  what  makes  them  tick.”  O’Neil 
added  that  he  thought  there  is  far  too  much 
talk  about  sex  “these  days”  and  that  gay 
people  were  “off  their  rockers”  to  be  pro¬ 
testing  the  “Holy  Father”  in  San  Francisco. 

Although  Scondras  was  criticized  by  the 
CCLSF  for  his  handling  of  the  case,  many 
community  members  made  it  clear  they 
would  continue  to  support  him  in  the  in¬ 
terest  of  community  unity. 

The  Greater  Boston  Gay  and  Lesbian  Po¬ 
litical  Alliance  issued  a  press  release  suppor¬ 
ting  Scondras.  “The  Alliance  reiterates  its 
longstanding  support  for  Councilor  Scon¬ 
dras  and  stand  staunchly  by  in  the  face  of 
the  Herald's  attack.  Scondras  is  a 
courageous  leader  who  has  worked  tirelessly 
and  effectively  to  advance  the  causes  of 
justice,  equality  and  human  rights.”  □ 


Mayor 
confronted 
on  Jackson 
case 

Mel  King  delivers  petitions 
to  Ray  Flynn  on  Black  gay 
firefighter *s  behalf

BOSTON  —  Letters  and  petitions 
representing  over  3,000  supporters  of  a  gay 
Black  firefighter  who  has  complained  of 
anti-gay  harassment  by  the  fire  department, 
were  delivered  to  Boston  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn’s  office  on  September  15. 

A  statement  to  Flynn  presented  by  Boston 
Black  activist  Mel  King  contends  that  the 
firefighter,  Robert  Jackson,  has  been  “sub¬ 
jected  to  harassment  and  discrimination  on 
the  basis  of  his  race  and  sexual  pref¬ 
erence.  . . .  During  the  past  five  months,  fol¬ 
lowing  firefighter  Jackson’s  testimony 
before  the  City  Council’s  Public  Safety 
Committee,  the  long  history  of  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  him  has  been  detailed  in  news¬ 
papers,  described  on  television  news  pro¬ 
grams,  and  broadcast  over  the  radio.  You 
have  not  responded  to  any  of  this  publicity, 
despite  the  fact  that  in  its  treatment  of 
firefighter  Jackson,  the  Fire  Department 
has  gone  against  both  what  you  have  said 
you  believe  and  the  laws  of  the  city  of 
Boston.” 

Over  1 ,000  signatures  and  letters  of  sup¬ 
port  from  the  Service  Employees  Interna¬ 
tional  Union  285  and  Local  1489  were  pre¬ 
sented  to  Flynn’s  staff  director,  Nancy 
Snyder. 

Jackson  has  charged  that  he  has  been 
sexually  harassed  by  a  number  of  people  in 
the  fire  department,  including  the  mayor’s 
brother  Dennis  Flynn.  The  fire  department 
has  asserted  it  will  not  investigate  Jackson’s 
charges  unless  Jackson  files  a  formal  com¬ 
plaint  with  the  city. 

“I  think  people  in  the  gay  community  — 
and  in  all  communities  —  have  to  get  on  this 
case  and  make  sure  that  a  thorough  in¬ 
vestigation  does  take  place,”  King  told 
GCN.  “They  [city  officials]  set  up  an  ex-

In  his  memory  friends  will  be  gathering  at 
6  p.m.  on  Thursday,  Oct.  1  at  the  Triangle

Stephen  Ansolabehere,  36,  of  Boston, 
died  September  14  at  Deaconess  Hospital  of 
AIDS. 

Born  in  Bakersfield,  California,  An¬ 
solabehere  was  a  graduate  of  San  Diego 
State  College  and  the  Boston  University 
School  of  Law. 

A  private  practitioner  in  Boston,  An¬ 
solabehere  was  a  cooperating  attorney  with 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates  and  Defenders 
(GLAD).  He  became  interested  in  AIDS  le¬ 
gal  issues  early  in  the  epidemic,  and  in  1984 
founded  GLAD’s  AIDS  Law  Project.  His 
most  important  early  work  was  to  fight  suc¬ 
cessfully  against  hospital  policies  that 
discriminate  against  people  with  AIDS  and 
those  considered  to  be  in  high-risk  groups. 
He  also  worked  to  raise  awareness  of  AIDS

I  have  a  parole  review  this  month

have  contacted  by  letter  or  phone  about  my 
medical  situation.  I  have  touched  base  with 
all  the  gay  and  straight  programs  in  this  area 
and  some  around  the  country.  They  have 
either  told  me  that  due  to  my  medical  situa¬ 
tion  they  could  be  of  no  help  to  me,  or  else 
they  haven’t  answered  at  all. 

I  can  be  granted  parole  but  if  I  have  no 
place  to  go.  I’ll  have  to  stay  in  heref.  I  have 
no  family  or  friends  who  can  or  will  help  me, 
so  I  can  only  turn  to  my  gay  brothers  and 
sisters  outside.

SPEAKING  OUT 


Yes,  there  is  the  necessary  call  for  a 
“massive”  increase  in  funding  for  AIDS 
education,  research,  and  patient  care,  but 
isn’t  the  actual  problem  in  this  country  the 
damning  fact  that  health  care  is  only  a 
privilege,  and  not  a  right? 

Along  with  South  Africa,  the  United 
States  is  the  only  industrialized  country  in 
the  world  without  universal  health  insurance 
provided  by  the  state  for  the  benefit  of  all 
citizens  regardless  of  economic,  social,  or 
“productive”  status. 

Providing  adequate  health  care  for  all 
persons  at  no,  or  minimal  cost,  is  one  of  the 
most  essential  demands,  I  would  think,  of 
any  group  suffering  from  the  scourge  of 
AIDS. 

The  effect  of  inadequate  or  nonexistent 
health  insurance  for  gay  men  and  others  is 
underlined  by  the  recent  announcement  by 
Burroughs-Wellcome  that  there  are  no  long¬ 
er  any  restrictions  on  the  distribution  or  pre¬ 
scribing  of  the  most  successful  AIDS  drug  to 
date,  AZT,  also  known  as  Retrovir.  What 
will  restrict  AZT’s  availability,  though,  is  its 
cost  —  a  60%  profit  mark-up  —  of  $10,000 
a  year.  Without  insurance,  most  people 
simply  will  not  have  access  to  this  life¬ 
prolonging  medication.  So  what  are  we  to 
do  if  there  are  ways  of  holding  HIV  at  bay, 
but  the  financial  resources  to  do  that  are  out 
of  reach  for  more  and  more  people?  Asking 
for  more  federal,  state,  or  local  money  for 
AZT  is  one  answer,  but  I  believe  this  to  be 
an  ineffectual,  piecemeal  solution. 

We  need  comprehensive,  inexpensive 
health  care  insurance  for  everyone  in  this 
country,  and  our  community  is  in  a  position 
to  provide  a  leadership  role  and  the  commit¬ 
ment  to  attain  that  long-sought,  progressive 
goal. 

If  we  don’t  seize  this  historical  moment  to 
push  for  universal  health  insurance,  I  fear 
that  it  is  because  much  of  our  agenda  is  in 
the  hands  of  professional  health  care  and 
social  service  workers  who  are  more  con¬ 
cerned  with  trying  to  meet  our  needs  within 
the  existing  system  —  regardless  of  its  glar¬ 
ing  deficiencies  —  than  changing  the  system 
to  meet  our  —  and  everyone  else’s  —  health 
care  needs.

Do  I  have  family  with  GCN? 

Dear  GCN: 

In  1983  when  I  came  to  prison  I  was  17 
years  old.  I’m  21  now.  I’ve  been  openly  gay 
since  I  was  15  going  thru  foster  homes. 
When  I  came  here  1  was  placed  on  “safe¬ 
keeping”  status.  Then  a  major  here  decided 
to  put  me  in  ‘general  population’  with  the 
bad  asses.  Since  that  time  I’ve  been  in  living 
hell  because  the  ‘straits’  here  think  it’s  my 
place  to  please  them  sexually.  I  often  pass  up 
meals  so  1  can  stay  in  my  cell  and  avoid  the 
abuse  that  comes  with  going  to  eat. 

Since  I  have  no  one  on  the  streets  they 
think  they  can  do  whatever  they  like  to  me.  I 
could  have  been  home  last  year  but  because 
when  I’m  attacked  I  attempt  to  defend 
myself.  I’ve  been  written  up  for  fighting. 

I’ve  thought  of  suicide  but  I  don’t  want  to 
die,  but  how  can  I  continue  like  this  without 
breaking  at  some  point?  The  guy  helping  me 
write  this  letter,  who  reads  your  paper,  says 
I  have  family  and  friends  with  GCN  and  the 
readers.  I  hope  he’s  right!  I  need  letters  of 
protest  written  to  the  unit  warden  and  TDC 
director  protesting  that  they  have  taken  me 
off  of  protective  status  and  put  me  in 
general  population  where  I  am  much  abus¬ 
ed.  Please  send  a  copy  of  your  letter  to  me  if 
possible,  for  my  court  records.  Send  the  let¬ 
ter  to:  Warden  Warner,  Rt  2  Box  20,  Mid¬ 
way,  TX  75852;  and  to,  TDC  Director  Jim 
Lynaugh,  Huntsville,  TX  77340.

A  Financially  and  Emotionally  Expensive  Cruise 

By  Lynn  Kingston,  Maureen  Walling,  Angela  Bowen  and  Jennifer  Abod 


We  write  to  voice  our  outrage  at  feeling 
exploited  at  the  hands  of  other  women. 

We  are:  Lynn  Kingston,  Maureen  Wall¬ 
ing,  Angela  Bowen  and  Jennifer  Abod  — 
four  women  who  had  not  met  prior  to  the 
following  adventure.  In  November  of  1985, 
Angela  met  a  woman  from  a  Philadelphia 
organization  called  Les  Femmes  Unies  who 
was  touting  an  exciting  idea:  an  all  women’s 
cruise  to  Bermuda  in  1987.  Angela  was  very 
interested  and  asked  for  continuing  infor¬ 
mation.  Since  it  was  in  such  a  nascent  stage, 
information  came  slowly,  but  was  always 
moving  in  a  positive  direction.  She  convinc¬ 
ed  her  life  partner,  Jennifer,  and  they 
decided  to  make  a  down  payment  on  a 
dream.  She  began  trying  to  interest  other 
women  in  the  Boston  area.  Responses  rang¬ 
ed  from  incredulous  (“Who  are  these 
women,  that  they  could  expect  to  get  750 
women  together  for  something  like  that?”) 
to  suspicious  (“They’ll  never  do  it.  I  hope 
you  don’t  put  any  money  down  until  you 
know  for  sure.”) 

Meanwhile,  the  woman  Angela  had 
originally  received  the  information  from 
left  the  group  about  a  year  ago.  The  reason 
she  gave  was  “internal  difficulties”  but  she 
said  that  the  trip  was  still  going  to  happen, 
and  that  any  questions  should  be  directed  to 
the  travel  agency,  Rodgers’  Travel.  From 
that  point  on,  all  questions  and  contacts 
were  with  Rodgers’,  in  particular  with  Jorja 
Spence,  to  whom  all  inquiries  about  the  Les 
Femmes  Unies  cruise  were  directed. 

Meanwhile  in  Connecticut,  another  cou¬ 
ple,  Lynn  and  Maureen,  became  interested 


part  of  Sapphic  sailing  on  the  high  seas.  A 
heterosexual  world  we  had  sought  to  leave 
behind  was  locked  up  with  us  on  a  ship 
cruising  to  Bermuda.  The  worst  nightmare 
our  most  skeptical  friends  had  envisioned 
was  staring  us  in  the  face. 

Trauma  is  too  mild  a  word  to  describe  the 
feelings  of  the  lesbians  who  had  struggled  to 
make  payment  on  a  fantasy  trip.  At  least 
when  one  encounters  homophobia  in  her 
own  community,  she  can  expect  at  some 
point  to  go  home,  or  into  her  own  safe  area 
and  escape  it.  Not  possible  on  a  ship.  If,  as 
Jorja  Spence  had  stated  one  month 
previously,  the  ship  reservations  were  filled 
by  women,  then  we  could  only  wonder  if 
615  women  had  cancelled,  all  in  the  space 
of  one  month.  Or  had  we  been  lied  to  by 
Rodgers’  Travel?  And  if  so,  why? 

Les  Femmes  Unies  had  advertised  that 
workshops  for  women  in  business  and 
health  care,  cocktail  hours  for  professional 
women,  poetry  readings,  women’s  music 
and  women’s  entertainment  (including  the 
popular  women’s  band  the  Dyketones) 
would  be  part  of  what  we  could  expect  on 
board.  There  were  no  workshops,  no 
women’s  music  or  women’s  entertainment 
of  any  kind.  In  fact,  the  Dyketones  sent  a 
letter  aboard  explaining  that  they  were  not 
on  board  because  of  disputes  with  Rodgers 
and  apologizing  to  all  of  us  who  came  along 
expecting  them  to  be  there. 

Although  we  and  most  of  the  other  les¬ 
bian  women  aboard  had  one  rather 
frustrating  large  meeting  with  Rodgers’ 
Travel  (including  Jorja  Spence)  and  Les 


On  July  15,  the  night  before  we  flew  out 
of  Bermuda,  we  hand  delivered  three  let¬ 
ters:  one  to  Ms.  Spence,  one  to  the  other 
representative  of  Rodgers’  Travel  who  was 
along  on  the  cruise  (whose  name  we  don’t 
remember),  and  one  to  the  Les  Femmes 
Unies  representative.  We  know  her  name, 
but  do  not  feel  that  we  should  mention  it  in 
print  since  we  have  no  idea  of  how  out  she 
is  within  her  Philadelphia  community. 

In  the  letter,  we  detailed  our  rage  at  the 
treatment  we  had  received,  and  stated  that 
we  expected  total  reimbursement,  including 
air  fare  back  home.  We  also  stated  that  we 
expected  to  hear  from  them  how  Rodgers’ 
Travel  Agency  planned  to  address  our  reim¬ 
bursement  request.  Since  we  paid  our 
money  to  Rodgers’  and  received  assurances 
from  them  throughout  the  process  that  we 
were  indeed  embarking  on  an  all  women’s 
cruise,  it  is  from  Rodgers’  that  we  expect 
reimbursement.  But  it  would  seem  that 
some  sense  of  responsibility  would  evolve 
upon  Les  Femmes  Unies  to  respond  with  an 
explanation  and  apology  at  the  very  least. 

It  is  now  August  20,  1987,  and  we  have 
received  no  word  form  either  Rodgers’ 
Travel  or  Les  Femmes  Unies  on  this  issue. 
Nothing. 

This  trip  was  costly  on  both  a  financial 
and  an  emotional  level.  Litigation  is  costly. 
Suing  on  this  issue  requires  that,  if  we  have 
not  done  so  already,  we  come  out  of  the 
closet  and  fight  for  our  rights.  We  have 
chosen  to  pursue  the  legal  route.  But  the 
monetary  and  risk  factors  involved  may 
limit  the  number  of  women  who  are  able  to 
fight  this  kind  of  exploitation.

early  in  1987  and  began  planning  to  take  the 
cruise.  They  were  drawn  in  by  adver¬ 
tisements  in  various  women’s  publications 
promising  a  “1987  Supercruise  which  will 
-bring  together  more  than  700  women  for  a 
week  of  sun  n’  fun... seven  days  of 
freedom  where  we  can  be  ourselves.”  Les 
Femmes  promised  “Sapphic  sailing.” 
An  advertisement  sent  to  Lynn  and 
Maureen  stated,  “The  great  thing  about 
taking  over  this  ship  is  that  on  a  regular 
cruise,  you  feel  funny  holding  hands  with 
your  lover,  or  giving  her  a  kiss  on  deck. 
This  way,  there  aren’t  any  inhibitions.” 

All  four  of  us  proceeded  in  an  optimistic, 
pragmatic  way  to  make  plans,  continued 
asking  practical  questions  along  the  way 
and  believing  the  answers  we  received.  Fur¬ 
ther,  the  Black  lesbian  social  group  that  had 
organized  the  cruise  had  a  reputation  for 
giving  quality  social  events,  so  we  expected 
them  to  protect  that  reputation  by  being 
scrupulous  about  monitoring  the  progress 
of  the  recruitment  and  letting  people  know 
the  truth. 

From  Connecticut,  in  April  and  again  in 
June,  Lynn  had  been  assured  by  Jorja 
Spense  that  the  ship  was  filled  with  women. 
From  Massachusetts,  when  Angela  made 
her  final  payment  in  mid-May,  she  inform¬ 
ed  Ms.  Spense  of  a  rumor  she  had  heard 
that  the  cruise  was  no  longer  all  women, 
and  wanted  to  know  if  that  was  true. 
Spence’s  reply  was,  “Where  did  you  hear 
such  a  thing?  That’s  not  true.  We  have  just 
two  more  openings  to  fill;  send  your  pay¬ 
ment  right  away  because  we  won’t  be  able 
to  hold  your  reservation  if  you  haven’t  paid 
up  by  the  deadline.”  Ms.  Spence  promised 
to  send  verification  in  writing  that  the  cruise 
was  all  women.  She  would  put  it  in  the  mail 
that  very  day.  We’re  still  waiting  for  it. 

On  July  12,  1987,  we  all  set  off  for  New 
York  (we  had  not  yet  met)  to  board  the  S.S. 
Amerikanis  enroute  to  Bermuda.  However, 
when  we  arrived  at  the  ship,  dykes  were  on¬ 
ly  135  of  the  total  750  passengers  on  board. 
This  was  obviously  a  family  cruise. 
Couples.  Children.  Old  people.  Several 
generations  of  one  family  with  “family 
reunion  ’87”  on  their  chests.  Straight  peo¬ 
ple  who  clearly  had  no  idea  they  were  to  be 


Femmes  Unies  representatives  to  voice  our 
feelings  about  the  deception,  our  anger  and 
outrage  were  never  completely  dealt  with 
for  reasons  too  numerous  to  detail  here. 
Stories  of  what  transpired  on  the  ship  are 
also  too  numerous  to  detail,  but  we’ll  try  to 
give  a  few  examples. 

Many  of  the  crew  exhibited  to  us  the 
worst  homophobic  hatred.  The  stares  and 
crude  comments  which  came  from 
passengers  and  crew  alike  submerged  us  in 
an  atmosphere  of  fear,  hostility,  and  overt 
hatred.  Lesbians  were  approached  by  peo¬ 
ple  with  cameras  and  told  to  “do 
something”  so  that  the  folks  back  home 
would  believe  that  they  were  on  a  cruise 
with  lesbians.  Whispers  of  “Oh,  God!  They 
look  just  like  men!”  and  “Do  you  believe 
this!  Look  at  that!”  could  be  heard  at  any 
time.  Trapped  on  a  ship  in  the  middle  of  the 
ocean,  we  became  fair  game  for 
homophobic  rage  and  ignorance,  possibly 
fueled  by  the  AIDS  epidemic. 

A  beefy  young  man  well  over  six  feet  tall, 
who  proudly  proclaimed  himself  an  ex¬ 
marine,  decided  that  we  lesbians  needed  to 
be  dealt  with.  Consequently,  he  verbally 
baited  and  harassed  us  on  several  occasions; 
finally,  one  night  he  belligerently  sought  us 
out  in  the  disco,  a  space  where  we  were 
known  to  gather,  and,  accompanied  by  his 
buddy  who  stood  with  his  arms  folded  in 
the  manner  of  a  bodyguard,  made  hostile 
remarks  and  gestures.  Holding  two  beer 
cans  up  to  his  chest  as  if  they  were  breasts, 
he  declared,  “1  bet  if  I  had  these,  you’d 
dance  with  me.”  We  won’t  repeat  other 
more  obscene  remarks  that  he  made,  but 
you  get  the  drift.  He  had  to  be  escorted 
from  the  space  twice  on  the  same  night  by 
ship  personnel.  On  the  night  this  happened, 
Jorja  Spence  of  Rodgers’  Travel  was  in  the 
disco  when  his  verbal  attack  began,  but  as 
soon  as  the  incident  escalated  and  it  was 
clear  that  we  were  in  the  middle  of  an  im¬ 
broglio  where  some  women  needed  to  be 
physically  restrained  from  retaliating 
against  this  ignorant  man,  Ms.  Spence 
quietly  slipped  away.  Not  only  did  Rodgers’ 
put  us  in  danger,  but  felt  no  responsibility 
for  sticking  with  us  when  we  were  set  upon 
by  homophobes.

Embalmed  in  Gilead 

Anachronisms  abound  in  Alley  production  of  Lanford 
Wilson  play,  but  tight  ensemble  work  saves  the  show 


Balm  in  Gilead  by  Lanford  Wilson,  directed  by  Paul 
Dervis,  original  score  by  Emery  Davis,  at  the  Alley 
Theatre.  1253  Cambridge  St.,  Cambridge,  through  Oct.

here  may  be  no  balm  in  Gilead,  as 
Jeremiah  lamented,  and  there  may  be 
little  substance  in  this  early  Lanford 
Wilson  play,  but  there  is  abundant  style  and 
energy  in  the  Alley  Theatre’s  production  of 
Balm  in  Gilead. 

Set  in  a  seedy  all-night  diner,  in — where 
else? — New  York,  the  play  offers  a  journey 
through  the  demi-monde.  Sandy  Heffley’s 
ingenious  set  neat¬ 
ly  accommodates 
the  22  pushers, 
pimps,  pros,  drug¬ 
gies,  fairies,  dykes  and  the  inevitable  inno¬ 
cent  doomed  lovers  (but  where’s  the  bag 
lady?)  in  the  pocket-size  Alley. 

Director  Paul  Dervis  would  have  done 
well  to  disregard  the  stage  directions  (Place: 
You  name  it;  Time:  Look  at  your  watch) 
and  set  the  piece  firmly  in  the  early  ’60s 
from  whence  it  so  obviously  springs.  The 
naivete  of  the  two  leads — Joe  (C.J.  Nolan), 
reluctant  confederate  of  pusher  Chuckles, 
and  not-yet  hooker  Darlene  (Jacqueline 
Grad) —  is  simply  not  credible  in  the  late 
’80s.  After  three  years  of  “Miami  Vice,’’ 
everybody  knows  ya  don’t  mess  with 
Chuckles. 

The  five  gay  characters  are  also 
anachronistic,  distinctly  pre-Stonewall, 
hanging  out  in  Sleazeville  because  they 
wouldn’t  be  welcomed,  or  even  tolerated, 
anywhere  else.  Eileen  Sullivan’s  Judy  has 
the  most  poignant  line  of  the  evening,  cry¬ 
ing  “Leave  us  alone!  We’ve  been  together 
11  months!”  as  she  attempts  to  defend  her 
relationship  with  Terry  from  marauding 


butch  Rust  (Sandra  Heffley).  Is  it  true  what 
they  say  about  Lanford  Wilson?  I  dunno, 
but  it  is  the  swishy  fag  Franny,  in  the  cutest 
high-heeled  pumps,  who  displays  the 
greatest  self-acceptance.  Like  everyone  else 
in  the  diner,  he’s  hustling,  but  with  non¬ 
chalance  in  place  of  the  others’  self-hatred. 
Nicholas  Martin-Smith  carries  off  the  role 
with  the  necessary  aplomb. 

Also  anachronistic  is  the  very  male  point 
of  view  which  creeps  through:  Dopey 
(David  Frisch),  who  serves  as  nar¬ 
rator/chorus,  delivers  what  is  meant  to  be  a 
humanizing  speech  on  why  prostitutes  hang 
on  to  pimps  (cause  they’re  lonely,  doncha 
know).  Dopey  reveals  more  about  Wilson’s 
sexism  than  about  prostitutes.  Nor  are  the 
words  given  to  Darlene,  sympathizing  with 
those  poor  boys  forced  to  marry  their  ugly 
girlfriends  in  shotgun  weddings,  going  to 
gladden  any  feminist  hearts. 

The  moments  of  confrontation  and  in¬ 
teraction  with  the  audience,  however,  work 
especially  well  in  the  Alley’s  intimate  space. 
One  woman  in  the  front  row  got  so  involv¬ 
ed  that  she  began  talking  back  to  Ann  (Tara 
Dolan)  and  Darlene  as  if  they  were  sitting 
on  the  bus  beside  her. 

With  the  exception  of  Dolan — who  is  a 
jangle  of  false  notes,  brittle  rather  than 
brassy  as  hooker  Ann — the  fine  acting 
redeems  Wilson’s  stereotypes  and  Dervis’ 
overly  broad,  cartoonish  interpretation  of 
them.  Grad  delivers  a  perfect  Darlene, 
breathless,  puppyish  naivete  warring  with 
the  street  wisdom  she  doesn’t  want  to  own. 
M.  Carl  Kaufman  is  a  terrific  sleaze;  Greg 
Hill  makes  a  believable  “Tig”  and  Floyd 
Richardson  has  caught  the  shambling 
rhythms  and  rambling  motormouth  of 
junkie  “Fick”  with  unnerving  accuracy.  So 
forget  the  plot  and  tune  in  for  the  sheer 
pleasure  of  tight  ensemble  work.D

Rene  Crevel  has  been  called  “the 
most  beautiful  of  the 
surrealists.”  During  his  short, 
enthusiastic  life  (1900-1935),  he 
published  five  novels  as  well  as 
many  articles,  essays  and  letters,  some  only 
recently  collected.  His  legendary  cor¬ 
respondence  with  Gertrude  Stein  still  awaits 
publication.  Crevel’s  writings  are  in  print  in 
French,  but  only  two  of  the  novels  have 
been  translated  to  English  and  then  a  half  a 
century  after  his  death. 

Of  his  sixth  and  still  unstranslated  novel 
Les  pieds  dans  le  plat  [Putting  My  Foot  in  It] 
(1933),  Ezra  Pound  predicted,  “It  will  not 
be  printed  in  English.  The  french  have  for 
over  a  century,  and  let  us  say  three  or  four 
centuries,  specialized  in  presenting  those 
natural  observations  of  fact  which  we  utter 
only  in  private ....  Hence  the  greater 
freshness  and  let  us  say  coolth  of  frog 
writings.”  In  Paris  Rene  Crevel’s  work  is 
now  published  by  Societe  Nouvelle  des  Edi¬ 
tions  Pauvert,  which  also  prints  the  com¬ 
plete  works  of  De  Sade. 

Rene  Crevel’s  remarkable  obscurity  in  the 
English-speaking  world  arises  not  only  from 
presenting  “private  facts,”  but  from  multi¬ 
ple  other  causes.  Because  he  was  a  Trot- 
skyite,  the  communists  have  suspected  him; 
because  he  was  an  outspoken  homosexual, 
the  surrealists  have  avoided  him;  because  he 
was  a  communist,  academics  have  red-listed 
him;  because  he  went  beyond  reason,  gay 
liberationists  have  neglected  him.  The  Spr¬ 
ing  of  1983,  Masques:  Revues  des  homosex- 
ualitPs  was  exceptional  in  its  presentation  of 
a  cover/dossier  devoted  to  Crevel;  the  issue 
contains  many  photographs,  letters  and 
remarkable  accounts.  Edouard  Roditi  wrote 
in  Masques  of  Crevel’s  publishing  dif¬ 
ficulties  and  his  recent  Christopher  Street 
article,  “The  Homophobia  of  Andre 
Breton,”  contains  first-hand  comments  on 
Crevel  and  his  circle.  Hopefully  this  recent 
attention  will  bring  Crevel’s  work  back  into 
consciousness. 

In  1921,  Crevel  founded  the  short-lived 
literary  review,  L’Aventure  [chance,  sur¬ 
prise,  adventure  or  love  affair];  L'Aventure 
was  followed  by  D4s  [Dice],  In  1922  Crevel 
acted  in  a  Dada  play,  whose  performance 


was  disrupted  by  the  surrealists;  Paul  Eluard 
slapped  Crevel  (who  later  dedicated  Etes- 
vousfous?  [Are  You  Crazy?]  to  Paul  and  his 
wife)  and  Robert  Desnos  denounced  Crevel 
as  a  “dirty  little  culture  vulture.”  Given  the 
smashing  response  to  his  acting,  Crevel  join¬ 
ed  his  fans,  who  were  led  by  Andr6  Bretoih 
the  pope  of  surrealism.  In  his  essay, 
“Revolution,  surrealism,  spontaneity,” 
Crevel  wrote  that  “Words,  as  they  are  learn¬ 
ed,  function  as  mental  police  agents,  whose 
ambush  is  inescapable.”  Chance,  spon¬ 
taneity,  luck,  the  unconscious,  dreams,  sex, 
revolution,  love,  unintended  consequences 
and  other  ruses  were  explored  as  escapes 
from  common  sense. 

Kay  Boyle,  who  knew  Crevel  in  Paris  dur¬ 
ing  the  ’20s,  was  the  first  to  translate  him;  a 
chapter  of  Babylon  was  published  by  the 
famous  Black  Sun  Press  in  1931.  Her  1985 
full  translation  of  Babylon  and  David  Rat¬ 
tray’s  1986  Difficult  Death  render  Crevel’s 
French  flawlessly.  Boyle’s  “Afterword,”  to 
Babylon  presents  a  summary  of  Crevel’s  gay 
thoughts  in  his  own  words  as  she 
reconstructs  them: 

in  as  much  as  the  randy  eyes,  ears,  nip¬ 
ples,  fears,  wishes,  thirsts,  desires, 
rages,  and  despairs  of  a  certain  Rene 
Crevel,  who  went  out  cruising  in  the 
rain  and  was  aroused  by  certain  en¬ 
counters  on  more  than  one  street  cor¬ 
ner,  loved  or  hated  without  even  getting 
his  own  thoughts  sorted  out,  no  matter 
what  the  price  in  misery.  They  were, 
these  encounters,  like  the  lights  that  il¬ 
luminate  the  hull  of  a  ship  on  a  voyage 
outside  Time  and  Space,  like  the  anten¬ 
nae  of  an  ideal  place  that  there  is  no 
other  name  for  than  Paradise,  Paradise 
Regained,  (p.  164) 

Crevel  compared  total  love  to  a  glove 
turned  inside  out. 

The  Mind  turned  outward  for  a  change 
and  Reason  folded  under.  A  long  time 
ago  I  wrote  something  about  Reason 
creating  so  many  mindless  divisions, 
such  as  mind/body,  spirit/flesh, 
real/unreal,  sane/insane,  dream/action, 
that  Mind  was  obliged  to  declare  war 
on  Reason.  Then  I  asked  myself,  well, 
if  consciousness  is  the  thesis  and  un¬ 
consciousness  the  antithesis,  when  does 
the  synthesis  come  about?  I  think  it 
comes  about  in  the  total  fusion  that  is 
absolute  love.  That  love  is  different 
from  the  everyday  article  because  it  im¬ 
plies  total  honesty,  while  conventional 
morality  and  customs  declarations  are 
alike  in  that  both  make  honest  people 
cheat,  (p.  164) 

Both  Babylon  and  Difficult  Death  severe¬ 
ly  assault  the  “family,”  a  system  of 
hypocrisy  and  dishonesty  that  sometimes 
even  creeps  into  gay  liberation.  Babylon  is  a 
story  of  a  free-spirited  womanchild  trapped 
in  a  traditional  family.  The  nameless  youth 
(who  obviously  incorporates  many  parts  of 
the  author’s  experience)  watches  her  father 
elope  with  a  glamorous  English  red-head, 
the  maid  run  away  with  and  then  kill  the 


gardener,  her  grandmother  seduce  her 
mother’s  new  fiancee,  and  her  mother  ac¬ 
cept  an  arranged  marriage  with  a  missionary 
of  the  Society  for  Protection  by  Ration^ 
Experience.  Not  to  give  away  the  story,  the 
ending  moral  concludes:  “O  day  without  a 
soul,  there  is  only  one  road,  that  of  the 
flesh,  a  road  one  travels  thinking  only  of 
bodies  against  bodies,  of  rafts  of  nakedness 
there  for  other  nakedness.  Babylon, 
Babylon,  Babylon.”  For  the  epicurean,  this 
is  a  happy  ending;  for  the  stoic,  tragic. 

Difficult  Death  goes  beyond  Babylon  in 
burying  the  family  by  laying  bare  the  defi¬ 
ciencies  and  problems  in  supposedly  di.sin- 
terested  love,  so  often  represented  by 
motherhood.  Crevel  portrays  a  hero,  Pierre, 
whose  finac6,  Diane,  represents  the  guilt- 
provoking,  ever-suffering,  angel  in  the 
house:  “He  would  prefer  any  form  of  suf¬ 
fering  to  the  shame  of  those  days  when 
Diane,  after  hours  spent  making  him  feel 
better,  felt  she  was  no  longer  needed,  and 
felt  it  so  acutely  that  he  himself  suffered 
more  remorse  over  his  own  indifference 
than  he  would  have  for  an  actual  crime.”  (p. 
47) 

Pierre  falls  in  love  with  an  American  artist 
in  Paris.  The  man  treats  him  like  shit  and 
Pierre  more  or  less  loves  it.  His  meditation 
on  the  artist:  “One  day,  alas,  this  beggar  — 
who  still  had  a  long  road  ahead  of  him  down 
which  to  stagger,  drunk  with  wretchedness, 
reduced  to  slavery  —  will  have  to  admit  that 
the  only  thing  that  constrains  him  to  accept 
a  sad  fate  and  persist  in  the  will  to  live  is  an 
inept  dread  of  being  abandoned  forever.” 
(p.  84).  Crevel  complained  that  the  bohe¬ 
mian  Paris  of  the  ’2()s  could  accept 
homosexuality  as  physical  but  could  not 
tolerate  the  passionate  and  emotional  love 
Pierre  felt  for  his  artist. 

Difficult  Death  ends  with  the  hero’s 
suicide,  a  suicide  which  echoes  Crevel’s 
father’s  suicide  in  1914  and  foreshadows  his 
own  suicide  in  1935.  Pound  recalled  that, 
“Somewhere  about  1920  Louis  Aragon  [sur- 
realist/communist/faggot/poet]  sat  on  my 
decrepit  sofa  in  the  Hdtel  de  I’Elysde  and 
told  me  about  suicide.  He  admired  it,  pro¬ 
grammatically.”  Crevel,  who  himself  had 
what  was  then  an  incurable  tuberculosis,  felt 
he  was  a  failure  in  bringing  the  communists, 
the  surrealists  and  the  homosexuals 
together.  And  although  he  was  still  quite 
beautiful,  the  thirties  are  a  time  every  faggot 
realizes  his  physical  beauty  is  transitory. 

But  Crevel’s  suicide  was  over-determined. 
He  has  a  character  in  Difficult  Death  say, 
“suicide  is  like  carrot-heads,  purely  a  matter 
of  chance.  Some  escape  it,  others  don’t.”  In 
response  to  a  survey  question,  “Is  Suicide  a 
Solution?”  he  wrote. 

People  say  one  commits  suicide  out  of 
love,  fear,  or  venereal  disease.  Not  so. 
Everyone  is  in  love,  or  thinks  they  are. 
Everyone  is  frightened.  Everyone  is 
more  or  less  syphilitic.  Suicide  is  a 
means  of  conscious  choice.  The  death 
that  tempted  me  several  times  was 
lovelier  by  far  than  this  downright  pro¬ 
saic  fear  of  death  that  1  might  also 


quite  properly  call  a  habit,  the  habit  of 
timidity.

Whether  he  had  a  problem  with  a  lover,  “ 
an  increase  of  blood  in  his  lungs  or  was 
responding  to  a  genetically  irresistible  call  J 
cannot  be  untangled  at  this  distance.  But  the 
contradictions  he  faced  in  three  areas  — 
“Art,  Love  and  Revolution,”  the  title  talk 
he  gave  to  a  Parisian  working  class  audience 
shortly  before  his  death  —  posed  virtually 
insurmountable  problems,  as  intractable 
and  as  important  today  as  they  were  in  1935. 

Crevel  was  a  surrealist  but  had  difficulties 

in  his  art  with  Andr6  Breton  (the  pope  of 
surrealism);  in  politics,  witn  tne  Russian  1 

Revolutionaries  and;  in  the  sexual 
underground  with  Gide,  the  most  famous 
homosexual  in  Paris  during  the  1930s. 
Crevel  wrote  five  novels  at  the  very  time  the 
surrealist  manifestos  were  denouncing 
novels  as  a  dread  art  form,  the  pre-eminent  ^ 
expression  of  the  dying  bourgeoisie.  Crevel  !! 
sometimes  lived  with  Salvador  Dali,  who 
rushed  to  Crevel  on  his  deathbed.  Breton  , 
did  not  entirely  approve  of  Crevel  and  Dali’s 
splurge  into  the  unconscious,  and  Breton’s  ' 
unconscious  love  for  the  beautiful  Crevel 
made  him  jealous  of  Dali’s  getting  the 
young  man  for  Spanish  vacations.  Crevel  in-  ^ 
troduced  Breton  to  dreams,  seances  and  ^ 
automatic  writing,  but  Breton  objected  to  ^ 
Dali’s  using  shit  stains  in  his  art  and  pom-  . 
pously  declared,  “I  accuse  the  homosexuals  ^ 
of  affronting  human  tolerance  with  a  mental 
and  moral  defect  that  tends  to  advocate 
itself  as  a  way  of  life  and  to  paralyze  every 
enterprise  which  I  respect.” 

Breton  himself  worshipped  the  memory 
of  the  young  Jacques  Vach6,  who  had  over-  ’ 
dosed  in  the  arms  of  a  lover  in  Nantes  while 
Breton  had  been  a  young  medical  student 
there.  ^ 

Among  the  surreslists,  love  between  men 
was  in  fact  more  common  than  Breton 
might  admit.  Dali  comported  with  Crevel  ' 
and  Lorca.  And  the  poet  Robert  Desnos  in  ^ 
his  novel  Love  or  Liberty  (1927)  described 
an  affair  between  two  butch  men:  “We  were 
both  full  of  scorn  for  fairies,  or  rather  we 
scornfully  ignored  them ....  Our  hearts  and 
our  souls  rang  against  each  other  like  fine 
blades  growing  sharper  all  the  time.  There 
was  nothing  Platonic  about  our  love.  My 
arms  still  remember  the  exact  curve  of  his 
hips;  my  lips  still  know  how  to  match  his.” 

Breton  himself  praised  De  Sade,  who  is 
infamous  if  not  well-known  in  English.  He 
also  admired  Jean  Lorrain  (1855-1906),  one 
of  the  fairies  denounced  by  Desnos  for 
describing  in  Le  Vice  errant  three  tattoed 
sailors  as  a  dinner  dish.  One  had  a  fox  hunt  j 
depicted  on  his  back  with  the  fox  hidden  in 
his  asshole;  the  second,  “From  his  knees  to 
his  shoulders  a  vulture,  its  wings  half-  ' 
closed,  had  been  traced.  The  bird’s  beak  was 
in  the  middle  of  his  chest,  the  wing  tips  i 
tapered  down  his  thighs,  and  the  claws” 
were  fastened  on  the  cock  and  balls.  The 
third  presented  his  loins  framed  with  L’Arc  ■ 
de  Triomphe. 

Love  thus  presented  acute  contradictions 
for  the  surrealists,  but  Crevel  also  faced  pro-  1 
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□  By  Charley  Shively 


blems  with  homosexuals.  He  was  ill  at  ease 
both  with  the  street  working-class  and  with 
the  piss  elegant,  middle  class  queers.  Dif¬ 
ficult  Death  has  a  condescending  descrip¬ 
tion  of  “The  Randy  Rabbit,”  a  gay  club  at 
Porte  des  Lilas.  “All  the'street  people,  the 
gay  ones,  get  together  there  and  grind  till 
they  lose  their  mind.”  And  the  hero  of  the 
novel  says. 

They  make  me  laugh  with  this  juvenile 
deliquent  mystique  of  theirs!  1  bet  you 
heard  our  Rumano-Scandanavian  claim 
.  Armand  was  nicknamed  Hari-Kari 

because  he  was  stabbed.  Forget  it!  Ar- 
.  HianU  nimscif  just  tola  me  tie  got  it 

from  an  appendix  operation.  1  can’t  for 
the  life  of  me  understand  this  taste  they 
have  for  slumming  and  fifth-rate  queer 
bars.  (pp.  118-119) 

Crevel  had  no  love  either  for  the  first-rate 
queer  bars.  Thus  he  published  a  confronta¬ 
tion  he  had  with  Andre  Gide,  then  the  most 
famous  homosexual  and  perhaps  the  most 
famous  French  author  of  the  day.  Louis 
Aragon  (himself  a  closet  pedophile)  had 
been  arrested  after  he  published  a  poem 
“Front  Rouge”  [Red  Front]”  (1931),  which 
proclaimed,  “Someday  you’ll  blow  up  the 
Arc  de  Triomphe/Proletariat  learn  your 
strength/...  Listen  to  that  murmur  from 
the  prisons....”  Confronted  by  Crevel, 
Gide  refused  to  sign  a  peitition  against 
Aragon’s  arrest.  Gide  responded,  “When  I 
published  Corydon,  I  was  prepared  to  go  to 
prison.  Ideas  are  no  less  threatening  than  ac¬ 
tions.  We  are  dangerous  people.  To  be  con¬ 
victed  under  this  government  would  be  an 
honor.  However,  if  Aragon  was  convicted 
he  would  deserve  prison  no  less  than  Maur- 
ras  [a  fascist].”  Gide  talked  of  working 
behind  the  scenes;  Crevel  called  for  public 
protest  against  great  infamy. 

Crevel  believed  in  attacking  bourgeois 
homosexuals  no  less  vigorously  than  the  rest 
of  the  oppressor  class.  Edouard  Roditi 
recalls; 

I  had  the  honor  of  being  a  partner  in 
Paris  in  the  firm.  Editions  du  Sagit- 
taire,  which  published  in  1933  Crevel’s 
last  novel  Les  pieds  dans  le  plat,  a 
violent  satire  on  the  private  life  and 
social  environment  of  one  of  France’s 
most  powerful  press  magnates,  who 
was  a  homosexual  and  a  political  reac¬ 
tionary  and,  I  gather,  had  at  one  time 
tried  to  seduce  Crevel  with  offers  of  the 
kind  that  one  might  make  to  a  gigolo, 
but  not  to  a  handsome  young  writer  of 
widely  recognized  talent. 

Crevel’s  satire  is  as  pointed  today  as  in  1933; 
recently  some  Within  the  gay  community 
have  argued  that  despicable  public  figures 
like  Roy  Cohn,  Cardinal  Spellman,  Terry 
Dolan  or  “Spitz”  Channel  have  a  “right” 
to  keep  their  sexual  activities  secret  while 
they  carry  on  crazy  crusades  against  social 
change. 

Crevel  was  a  born  revolutionary,  and  he 
hoped  to  make  the  revolution  in  the  sexual, 
the  political  and  the  literary  arenas.  Here  he 
looked  with  hope  to  the  U.S.S.R.  and  the 


remarkable  changes  made  under  Lenin. 
Crevel  attemtped  to  reconcile  Freud  and 
Lenin,  psychoanalysis  and  Marxism.  From 
his  own  experience  as  a  homosexual,  he 
wrote  that  Freud’s  famous  Oedipus  complex 
applied  only  to  conventional  family  people. 
An  early  Oedipus  opponent,  Crevel  said  he 
was  in  love  with  his  father  and  was  searching 
for  that  love  among  his  lovers. 

The  Marxists  needed  to  be  transformed 
b^  such  homosexual  love  and  by  a  concomi¬ 
tant  poetry.  Crevel’s  hopes  of  making  that 
link  were  shattered  by  the  tides  of  so-called 
“realism”  fostered  by  Stalin.  Stalin’s  social 
realism  was  in  fact  only  conformity  in  art, 
family  and  patriotism  —  a  total  antithesis  of 
revolution.  Crevel  was  one  of  the  earliest 
victims  of  Stalin’s  betrayal  of  revolutionary 
change. 

In  1927  Crevel  had  been  admitted  to  the 
French  Communist  Party,  but  he,  Breton 
and  Eluard  were  expelled  in  1933  after  Le 
Surrealism  au  service  de  la  revolution  de¬ 
nounced  the  “wind  of  cretinization  blowing 
from  the  USSR.”  They  objected  particular¬ 
ly  to  the  glorification  of  work.  In  1934 
Crevel  was  readmitted  to  the  Party  and  he 
attempted  to  reconcile  communism  and  sur¬ 
realism.  French  and  Soviet  intellectuals  were 
planning  a  Congress  of  Writers  for  the 
Defense  of  Culture  in  1935;  the  surrealists 
asked  to  attend,  although  they  could  not  un¬ 
conditionally  defend  “culture.”  The  com¬ 
munists  at  first  refused  even  to  allow  the  sur¬ 
realists  to  speak;  Ilya  Ehrenburg  denounced 
them  as  “pederastic.”  Breton  responded  by 
assaulting  Ehrenburg  on  the  street;  Crevel 
then  committed  suicide.  The  communists 
finally  relented  and  allowed  Eluard  to  read 
Breton’s  speech  which  denounced  any  art 
lacking  revolutionary  force. 

Thus  Crevel  failed  to  reconcile  Art,  Love 
and  Revolution,  but  some  of  his  ideas  flow¬ 
ed  into  the  mainstream  of  French  thought. 
Albert  Camus’  Myth  of  Sisyphus  (1944)  pro¬ 
bed  the  question  of  why  people  lived  rather 
than  commit  suicide,  a  theme  taken  from 
Crevel.  The  Stranger  (1946),  with  its  theory 
of  the  absurd,  and  The  Rebel  {\95\)hxo\ig}nt 
Camus  a  Nobel  Prize  in  1957.  His  fame 
came  quite  simply  from  using  Crevel  and  the 
surrealists  but  excluding  their  sexuality  and 
radicalism. 

Crevel,  in  so  far  as  he  is  now  appreciated, 
is  read  by  literary  people.  But  Crevel  believ¬ 
ed  that  everyone  was  a  poet  and  everyone 
has  and  must  have  access  to  the  springs  of 
poetry.  Crevel  ended  his  essay  “Surrealism” 
by  quoting  another  queer  Frenchman, 
Lautreamont:  La  poesie  peut  etre  fade  par 
tous  et  non  par  un  [Poetry’s  made  not  by 
one  but  everyone.] 


Because  he  was  a  Trotskyite, 
the  communists  have  suspected  him; 
because  he  was  an  outspoken 
homosexual,  the  surrealists  have 
avoided  him;  because  he  was  a 
communist,  academics  have  red-listed 

him;  because  he  went  beyond  reason, 
gay  liberationists  have  neglected  him. 


“0  day  without  a  soul,  there 
Is  only  one  road,  that  of  the  flesh,  a 
road  one  travels  thinking  only  of  bodies 
against  bodies,  of  rafts  of  nakedness 
there  for  other  nakedness.  Babylon, 
Babylon,  Babylon.”

LONG  BEACH,  CA  —  At  least  24  gay 
men  in  Long  Beach  and  Garden  Grove, 
California  have  received  personalized 
computer-generated  extortion  letters.  The 
letters,  which  were  sent  in  August  with  a 
Baltimore  postmark,  delineate  the 
recipients’  supposed  “offenses”  against  the 
“straight  community  order.” 

A  cover  letter  states,  “Your  case  has  been 
assigned  to  the  community  control  group  of 
the  Lord’s  Order,”  and  the  charges  of 
“sponsorship  of  homosexual  marriages,  un¬ 
supervised  homosexual  party,  or  promoting 
the  employment  of  homosexuals”  are  per¬ 
sonalized  and  apparently  accurate  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  recipients’  activities  in  the  gay 
community. 

The  letters  say  the  recipients  must  term¬ 
inate  the  activities  they  are  accused  of  by 
Aug.  27,  1987.  If  they  do  not,  according  to 
the  letter,  they  face  either  “violently  applied 
pressures  against  you,”  or  an  annual  fine. 
In  one  case  the  fine  was  $3,000  to  be  paid  in 
January.  Although  the  letter  promises  an¬ 
other  contact  to  determine  the  recipient’s 
choice,  apparently  no  one,  to  date,  has  been 
contacted  again. 

Members  of  the  gay  community  in  Long 
Beach  are  baffled  as  to  the  origin  of  the  let¬ 
ters.  After  putting  the  word  out  about  the 
letters  at  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Community 
Center,  a  group  of  nine  recipients  met,  and 
found  no  obvious  link  between  them.  Most 
were  not  highly  visible  or  identifiable  leaders 
within  the  community,  and  according  to  one 
man,  some  were  very  conservative  political¬ 
ly,  and  extremely  closeted.  In  addition, 
some  businesses,  which  have  no  link  to  the 
gay  community  but  are  owned  by  gay  men, 
were  targeted.

throughout  the  gay  and  lesbian  press,  con¬ 
tacted  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 
(FBI).  According  to  the  man  who  made  the 
report,  the  FBI  initially  responded  by  saying 
no  real  crime  was  involved,  and  that  perhaps 
the  Postal  Inspector  should  look  into  the 
matter. 

Greg  Moore,  a  field  representative  for 
Senator  Alan  Cranston  (D-Cal.)  who  used 
the  senator’s  offices  to  facilitate  a  meeting 
of  the  recipients  of  the  letters,  said  he  tried  to 
pressure  the  FBI  into  carrying  out  a  serious 
investigation.  Fred  Reagan,  an  employee  of 
the  FBI’s  Los  Angeles  office  in  charge  of  in¬ 
quiries  by  the  press,  did  not  return  GCA/’s 
phone  calls.
